The tot left the hospital with a 
pacemaker for his heart which was 
fitted in surgery on Apiil 24.

a cardiologist 
at

Medical 
Center said Thursday the boy still 
has insufficient heart action because 
he suffers from 
a 
scarring and 
thickening of the lining of the lower 
left chamber of his heart, thereby 
making it more difficult for the heart 
to function properly. 


The cardiologist said three potent 


drugs have been prescribed and said 
he 
is 
optimistic 
that 
the 
drug 


therapy and time will overcome the 
problem. The doctor said Kennel 
probably will be taken off the drugs 
within two years. 


The drug therapy apparently will 
not limit the boy’s activity, the doc­ 
tor said. “ He will be limited only 
by his energy.” 
Kennet will return to the Medical 
Center 
weekly 
for the 
next 
few' 
weeks and then \isits will be spaced 
farther apart. 


As his mother buttoned a blue coat 


on her son Thursday morning, she

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IN PERSPECTIVE

As noted on this page in a colu mn earlier this week 
by Jam es Reston, great significance is seen in the certain 
' appointment by President Nix on of two men and possibly 
more, to the U.S. Su preme Cou rt. At least two additional 
appointments, for a total of fou r, cou ld fall within this 
first term of the new President. 
Who m the President appo ints co uld well shape the co urse 
o f histo ry fo r many y ears to co me. In all o ur histo ry , 
the po sitio ns o f the hig h co urt hav e been a do minant influence 
.* upo n all o f the peo ple and this is ev en mo re true to day 
than it has been at times in the past. 
Today in fact there is a great deal of tu rmoil ov er 
the seemingly liberal decisions of the cou rt. Many feel 
that the ju stices hav e combined in a majority to make 
life far too difficu lt for the law-enforcement branch of ou r 
gov ernment. 


★ 
President Nix on's answer to all of this is the appointment 
as chief ju stice of Warren E. Bu rger, a U.S. Cou rt of 
Appeals ju dge from Minnesota. Many people already hav e 
Bu rger figu red ou t as highly conserv ativ e and a strict con­ 
stru ctionist of the Constitu tion. 
Bu rger is a self-made man. gradu ating from law school 
with highest honors while working for his edu cation. He 
is. withou t any qu estion, a strong adv ocate of law and 
order. 
Burg er may well turn o ut as the man to rev erse the 
trend o f the so -called Warren co urt but it is a mistake 
to take this fo r g ranted. The truth is that we do no t kno w 
what so rt 
o f o pinio ns Burg er will fav o r as a result o f 
his philo so phy . 
A great many people, nearly ev ery one, believ e in law 
and order. The differences come in the way s in which 
people wou ld accomplish this end. And we will hav e to 
wait and see how Chief Ju stice-elect Bu rger might achiev e 
those ends. 


★ 
He is a man who has lamented the state of crime 
in the United States, pointing ou t that “ society ’s problem 
with those who will not obey law has nev er loomed 
so 
large in ou r national life as it does today .’’ 
Bu t this is not all he has said. He has stated: “ We 
often hear 
the 
claim that the breakdown 
of law and order 
is du e to this decision or that decision of some cou rt — 
most often by the Su preme Cou rt. 
“ It wo uld be g o o d if thing s were that simple, fo r, if 
o v erruling o f o ne o f two o pinio ns wo uld so lv e the pro blems 
o f crime, I suspect the Supreme Co urt wo uld be willing 
to reco nsider. 
“ It is no aid to sensible pu blic discou rse to attribu te 
the crime problem to any one decision or any one cou rt . . .’’ 
Ju dge Bu rger has gone on to attack the slowness of 
criminal prosecu tions (a criticism more of the sy stem than 
of its opinions), to point to env ironmental weaknesses (homes, 
schools, chu rches and commu nities) and to call for greater 
efforts in the rehabilitation of hardened criminals and ju v e­ 
nile offenders. 
★ 
We may be try ing to see in Bu rger something that 
is not there bu t we su spect that most observ ers are giv ing 
Jnore thou ght to the appointment from 
a philosophical rather 
than a legalistic point of v iew. 
i 
Ou r own feeling is that the cou rt in the past has largely 
been on sou nd legal grou nds and the appointment of Bu rger 
and others who will follow will not produ ce the kind of 
changes in the ju diciary that some might want. 
; 
Current disenchantment with the hig h co urt has no t 
sprung so much fro m any kno wledg eable arg ument in law, 
but rather, fro m a disquieting disturbance o f the co mfo rtable 
way s and tho ug hts o f the past. The co urt has co ntributed 
to man's reassessment o f the mo ral ethics by which he 
liv es and we rather do ubt that all o f this will no w' be 
chang ed.

Only one more state needs to petition 
the Congress to force the establishment 
of a constitu tional conv ention, the first for 
the nation since the original docu ment was 
drafted. It seems almost u nbeliev able that 
a conv ention wou ld be called on this su bject 
bu t su ch seems to be the likelihood at 
this time. 
Unfortu nately , the conv ention wou ld be 
empowered to recommend any changes in 
the national Constitu tion that su ited its 
fancy .
